Burning Permit 
Rules Relaxed 
During Summer 


Albany Fire Chief Gerald D, 
Erowne today made a statement 
regarding the burning of dry 
grass by individuals in the city 
to clarify any misunderstanding 
of certain regulations. 

Under the Air Pollution -Con- 
trol District regulations the local 
fire chief may permit the burn- 
ing of dry grass in the open if 
in his opinion it constitutes a 
hazard. Chief Browne states that 
the restriction on open burning 
will be relaxed beginning June 
15. The person wishing to burn 
in the open must first obtain a 
permit to do so. He may get this 
permit by calling the Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau, Landscape — 5- 
7141. Jn receiving this 


permit 
there are certain requirements 
for which the 


permittee is re- 
sponsible. These are listed: 

1. Attach a garden hose to the 
fauecct before starting to burn. 
Test it by turning on the water 
so that you are sure it operates 
properly. 


2. Never leave an open fire un- 
til the last spark has been ex- 
tinguished. 

3, Do not burn outside of your 
own premises or on city streets 
or gutters,

7. For the purpose of aScertain- 
ing if you have been granted a 
Fire Permit this permit should 
be kept in a_ readily 
place ‘so as to be available 
scrutiny by Fire or Police 
cials.
